to Retiring OfMeer-—Savings  Banks
Never Bought OIf Lezislation, He Says,

" The board of directors of the Emigrant
Industrial Savings Bank gave a dinner
at the Waldor( last night to James McMahon,
for fourteen years president of the insti-
tution, on the ocecagion of his retirement
from office. Mr. McMahon gave a short
history of the growth and development
of the bank. Every one of the twenty
directors was on hand, including the new
president, Thomas M. Mulry, who was
elected yesterday afternoon and enters
upon his duties this morning.

Mr. MeMahon raid in part:

“With a heart full of gratitude, I rise to
give you thanke for this tribute of affection-
ate respect which you have seen fit to offer
me on the occagion of my retirement from
the office of president of the Emigrant
Industrial Savings Bank. 'This retirement
is occasioned hy my not over robust health;
the doctors have decided and I must per-
force obey their reasonable mandate.

“The early history of the bank brings us
tuck to the year 1841, when the Irish Emi-
grant Society was organized by prominent
citizens of Irish birth for the purpose of
aiding and protecting emigrants from the
mother country. The society became in-
corporated in 1844, and it has always main-
tained representatives at Cuastle Garden
and Ellig Igland for the protection of Irish
emigrants.

“It has kept open an efficient and free
labor bureau and it has given our pgople
tha privilege of buying its drafts, payable
in all parts of Ireland. ‘This proved of
great help to the Irish emigrants and saved
them many a dollar that would have been
taken from them by unscrupulous persons

“Fhe Emigrant Industrial Savings Bank !
wag practically an outcome of this society,
most of the trustees being members of both
institutions. The bank was organized in
1850, and to-day we may say that it stands
as a monument to the wisdom of its incorpo-
rators and to the hard work of its trustees
and officers. Its deposits amount to $85,-
000,000; it har so far paid &{8,500,000 interest
and it has accumulated a surplus or regerve |
fund of 86,860,000 for their protection, i

“The policy of our bank in investing
its funds in bond and mortgase loans and
in bonds in the proportion of about half |

and half has been steadily maintained.
The clientage of our hank embraces all
nationalities and all conditions of men,

women and children. Our real estate loans
cover many Catholic churches and institu-
tions, as well as those of other denomina- |

“Our institution has always been op-
posed to tasation of ravings funds and
during my incumbency of the presidency
no year has gone by withont some bilis
heing introduced into the Legislature for |
that purpose. For the first ten years of
my serice my personal visits to Albany
were frequent, and I may =ay that I have
done my share in shaping legislation affect.-
ing savings banks and in endeavoring to
prevent the passage of measures inimical
to their best interests.

“1 was one of those instrumental in or-
anizing our State Association of Savings

nks. The action of this association and
of the individual banks composing it re-
arding legislation has been most wise,
ft has refused at all times contributions
intended to indirectly affect legislation, |
though the temptation to do so was at
times quite strong, because of the fact
that bills most prejudicial to the interests
of savin banks were constantly hbeing |
)msommfﬁm the Legislature for adoption, |
obbyists offering, for stipulated sums, to
kill #aid legislation. Had the doors heen
openad to the use of money in this direction
our savings banks to-day would he in the
same predicament as the life insnrance
companies,

oroner Impounds Document to Protect

Men Who Were Iler Vietims,
PHILADELPHTA, Jan. 18.--Much light was
fhed upon the strange carcer of Mrs. Anita
McMurro, self-styled “(‘ountess de Bettan-
court," by the contents of a strong hox
found in her bedroom at 023 North Mar-
shall street, which was opened to-day by
Coroner Jermon in the presence of her son,
William Folsorn MeMurrow of New York,
and his counsel,

As had been anticipated, the remarkable |

diary kept for half a century by Mrs.
MceMurrow was discovered in the box
among heaps of documents, letters, pawn-
tickets and newspaper clippings. There
was ilso $6,000 in cash. Because they con-
tain references to prominent men and
women gtill living who lost great sums
through the “Clountess” all the stuff was
impounded by the Coroner.

Coroner Jermon held a preliminary in-
quest, which resulted in her son,John Me-
Murrow, heing again committed to prison
without bail, Miss Kathryn Denzler, who
was Mrs. McMurrow's amanuensis; Dr. A.
G. B. Hinkle and others testified as to John
McMurrow's bratal treatment of his mother.

F. Gutekunst, a photographer, said that
in 1874 Mrs. McMurrow had visited him
and had him photograph a strange docu-
ment of parchment which purported to be
a royal grant of land given under the seal
of the Ring of Spain several centuries
ago. Upon the parchment had been in-
scribed a long statement in Spanish, gar-
nished by several imposing seals of a seem-
ingly foreign and ancient character.

William Folsom McMurrow frankly told
of the plebejan early life of hia mother
before she assumed the role of a Span-
ish  Countess, He said he had accom-
paniedd her to Spain  four years ago,
when she was granted an audience by the
King of Spain, He =aid, howaver, that her
early life was one of constant struggle and
hardship. He believes his mother to be all
she gaid she was,

SECEDE FROMN CANADA!
British Columbla Ralses That Cry If the
Dominion Doesn't Conle to Terms.

Vicronria, B. C., Jan. 18.—Disocontent,
which has been steadily growing in British
Columbia for several years over the refusal
of the Dorminion Government to consider a
readjustment of the terms upon which this
province became a part of Canada in 1871,

! has reached siuch a stage that members on

both sides of the lacal house are on the floor
of Parliament advocating recession from
the Dominion in the event of further finan-
cial conceszions not being abtained,

At to-day's session in the Legislature A.
H. B. MacGowan, member for Vancouver
City, in seconding the reply to the Viece-
Regal speech, urged that there he no more
acquiescence in any joint provincial pres-
entation of the case for better terms, but
that Britich Columibia demand a readjust-

ment of relations with the Dominion, and

{ this being refused, then to petition the |
throne for a dissolutien of the Canadian |

confederation, this province retiring from
Canada.

“The time has come for this province
to act for itself in this matter,” said
MacGowan, “and to demand better financial
terms from Canada, not as a favor but as a
matter of business justice, and failing this,
to go direct to King Edward by petition,
praying for a dissolution of the ucfair tarms
that bind us to the Dominion."

Other members of the House concur with
MacGowan and “better termes or secession”
is likely to beecome the political battle cry
in British C'olumbia.

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R.B.ROOSEVELT MUSTACCOUNT

{ FOR $127.984 LOST IN HOLLAND
BUILDING DEAL.

Stockholder In the Assoclation Sued Him
for Lost Profits in the Transactions
Over Nassau  Street  Property—Ap-
pellate Court  Finds for  Plaintifr,

g The United States Circuit Court of Ap-
|

peals yesterday affirmed a decision of the
United States Circuit Court, made in Aug-
ust, 1602, whereby Robert B. Rooseveit is
directed to account for $127,084 lost by
the defunct Holland Building Association
“through the negligence and mismanage-
ment of the defendent while acting as presi-
dent.” The plaintiff in Elbert A. Brincker-
hoff, & stockholder of the building associa-
tion,

The transactions took place between
1800 and 1894. The Holland Building As-
sociation was organized to buy the property
at 33 Nassau street, where the Bank of
Commerce now stands, for future convey-
ance to the Holland Trust Company. Mr.
Roogrevelt was the dominating stockholder
in both companies.

The building company, which was capi-
talized at $100,000, bought 33 Nassau sgtreet
for $03,500 over and above a mortgage for
about 835,000, Later it sold the property to
the Holland Trust Company for $135,000
above the mortage. As consideration,
$3,700 in cash and $135,000 in certain prom-
issory notes and other collateral known as
the “Brigantine Securities” were given.
These latter were secured by certain prop-
erties in course of development at Brigan-
tine Beach. A mortgage was given to the
building company, which, however, was
by agreement not recorded.

Later the Holland Trust Company got
into straits and wanted to sell the property.
According to the opinion of Judge Thomas
in the Circuit Court Mr. Roosevelt “pro-
cured the cancellution of the mortgage
| securing the purchase price of the prop-
erty by the trustees of the Holland Build-
ing Company without the knowledge of
the stockholders.”

The Holland Trust Compay became in-
solvent after selling the property in 1894
to the Bank of Commerce for $137,500 above
the mortgage. Nothing was ever realized
by the building association from the secur-
ities.

Mr. Brinckerhoff brought suit against
Mr. Roosevelt for an accounting of the sum
lost to the building company through
cancellation of the mortgage. Judgse
Thomas decided that the cancellation had
“operated as a fraud on the association
by depriving it of its only valid security
and rendered the defendant liable for the
price of the property.” He must account
for $127,680, the decision read.

The Appellate Court acquits Mr. Roose-
velt of fraudulent intention, but refers to
the cancellation as “an act of spoliation,”
done with his “knowledge and procure-
ment. "

BROOKIYN TEACHER KILLED.
Had Insomnia and Took 230 Grains of &
Sleep Producing Compound.

Edward Germann, aged 21, who after
graduating at Cornell University last year
became a teacher in a Brooklyn publie
school, died early yesterday morning in
his father's home at 80 Norman avenue,
Greenpoint. He suffered with insomnia,
and on Saturday he purchased in a whole-
sale drug house in Manhattan some tablets
to produce sleep. There were fifty in the
box, of five graina each. On Sunday morn-
ing Germann went to his room to read, and
three hours later his sister found him in a
stupor. The box containing the tablets
was empty.

Doctors wera unable to restore him
to consciousness. Germann remained in
a comatose condition for more than threa
days, when he died.

An autopry showed that death was due
to congestion of the brain and kidney
trouble. It was hastened by the tablets,
of which Germann swallowed the entire
fifty, aggregating 250 grains.
